Note Organization

The Company is non-clearing broker-dealer registered with the Securities and Exchange

Commission SEC member of the National Association of Securities Dealers NASD and

is registered as Dealer under the provisions of Section of the Illinois Securities Law of

1953 The Company was formed as limited liability company in the State of Illinois on

November 2000 The term of the Company is perpetual unless and until dissolved in

accordance with the provisions of the members operating agreement

The Company is currently operating only within the State of Illinois however it may at

future date become registered in other states The Company was formed for the purpose of

assisting in the private placement of securities

Note Summary of Significant Accounting Policies

Operating Cycle

The duration of the Companys contracts relating to private placements in securities is

typically greater than one year Therefore assets and liabilities are not classified as current

and noncurrent because the related accounts receivable included in the balance sheet from

those contracts may have collection periods that extend beyond one year

Revenues

Revenues from fees arising from private securities placements in which the Company acts

as an agent are recorded pursuant to the terms of the Companys agreements with the

respective offering parties Typically fees are recorded based on the capital commitments

obtained as of the end of commitment closing for respective offering

Income Taxes

The Company has elected to be treated as partnership for income tax purposes The

taxable income of the partnership therefore flows through to the members and is reported on

their personal income tax returns

The Company pursuant to FASB Staff Position F1N48-3 has elected to defer application of

FASB Interpretation No 48 Accounting for Uncertainty in Income Taxes for the year ended

December 31 2008

The Companys accounting policy for evaluating uncertain tax positions is to identity its

outstanding material tax positions for all open years The policy provides for the recognition

and measurement criteria as outlined in FIN 48 to be applied to all material open tax return

positions to estimate the tax liability for uncertain tax positions The Company accrues

interest and penalties that would be incurred if the uncertain tax position ultimately is not

The Company operates out of offices leased by an affiliated entity that is owned by the

members of the Company In accordance with an agreement dated January 2004 the

Company has agreed to pay the affiliate total of $2500 per quarter consisting of $1750 for

rent $500 for utilities and $250 for other office expenses in reimbursement of operating

expenses incurred by the affiliate in connection with maintaining its offices

Note Net Capital Requirements

The Company is subject to the Securities and Exchange Commission Uniform Net Capital
